2.1 Timber — The staves should be manufactured from well seasoned timber in accordance with 
IS : 1 141-1973 ' Code of practice for seasoning of timber ( first revision ) '. 

2.1.1 Freedom from defects —The wood of the staves shall be free from visible defects like bark pockets, 
knots, cracks, honeycombing, splits and gumducts which are likely to affect the life and perfection 
in pinning the staves. For the description of various types of defects [see IS : 707-1968 Glossary 
of terms applicable to timber and timber products ( first revision ) ]. 

3. Length — As specified in the contract subject to a tolerance of mm. 

4. Width — As specified in the contract. 

5. Thickness — Shall be as follows with respect to the type of the rollers subject to a tolerance

( Page 1, clause 2.1 ) — Substitute the following for the existing clause:

40 mm x 3 mm size/ 

( Page 1, clause 4.1 ) — Substitute the following for the existing clause: 

'4.1 The postmortem table shall have a welded framework of continuous lengths 
of angle iron 40 mm x 40mmx 3 mm.'
